fight rather than, without beiuf; compelled 
to do so, yield tho iulluonco of her jj(i,.s/i;/<'.

Of lato, Russian diplomacy has been gain- 
ing in those countries. Tn Servia, for ex- 
ample, it lias cireuinveiited that of .■Vua- 
tria. Now, the election of I'lince Ferdi- 
nand is regarded as an insult to the Czar. 
Will ho take it I There is reason to 
believe that the Sobranjo liad an uiider- 
st^inding with Gormany and other Powers 
when Prince Ferdinand was elected. The 
Iirobahilitlo's are that Russia must oat 
humble ]>ie once more, as she did after 
her last war with Turkey, when she was 
forced to submit to the iMvision of tho 
Treaty of San Slefano and to take that of 
Berlin instead of it. Personally the 
iiowly-olectod Prince is liked at tho court 
of Russia. He was staying at his mother's 
ostiito at Ebonthal, .Austria, when the 
honor of election fell upon Iiiiii. With 
the news of his election were sent de.s- 
patclies from the .Sidiranje and the Uo- 
geiits, inviting liiii: lo I'lilgaria, He was 
born ill Vienna, in I''eliruary, 18(11. His 
full name is Fordiuand Ma.\iiiiilian 
Oharlos Leopold Mario. He is now a 
lioutenant in tho Austrian army. His 
father. Prince Aiigiiste Louis Victor, was 
born ,1 line l.'i, ISIS, hikI died .Iiily Uli, 
1S81. He was a cousin of the reigning 
Duke of .Saxe-Coboiirg-liotlia. His nio- 
tlior is Princess Maiie Clenieiitine Caro- 
line, Leopoldino Clotildo do Bourhcm Or- 
leans, daughter of King Louis Philippe, 
of Franco. His eldest lirother is married 
to the Princess Louise, daugliter of tho 
King of Hidgiuiii. His other brolber. 
Prince Augiiste, was nian icd to a daugh- 
ter of Uoiii Pedro II, of Brazil, the Prin- 
cess Leop(ddina, who died in IS7I. One 
siHter, the Princess Clotilde. is the wifu of 
the Archduke .loseidi, of .\ustria, and tho 
other, Princess Anielie, is nianied to 
Duke i\laxiiniliiin of Bavaria. By his 
graudiaother, the liiuinliler of the wealthy 
Prince . I osepli Kohari, Prince Ferdinaiid 
is partly Hinigarian. He possesses large 
estates in Hungary Prince Ferdinand is 
a tall, stalw.'irt fellow. He ba.s 
tiriii clear eyi's, ;ind .i pi oiii niiiccd Bour- 
bon nose. He is the owner of one of tlie 
tiiiest (U'liitholiigical collections in Europe,- 
and takes such a strong interest in all that 
relates to birds that 'i ■ been nick- 
I'ame'l Ferdin-.;,d tho Fowler. He has 
also a very valuable collectifui of jirocioua 
stones, and is imtril for his L;eiu'rosily in 
making presents of jewehTV to his friends 
and relations. Tlie Priiu-e was formerly 
ill the llus.sai's, but is now a lieutenant 
in the Hungarian llonvods, leaving the 
cavalry for the infantry in order to becoino 
proficient in both branches of the service. 
He was sent to Russia at the Czar's coro- 
nation, and on that occasion receiveil a 
Russian decoration. (Jli his second visit, 
which was the marriage of the (iraiid 
Duke Sergius, he was decorated with the 
order of St. Stnni.shnis. He is regarded as 
one of the williesi nii-iiiliers of Vienna 
societ}-, mid speaks (.'eriiian, Kiigliah, 
l''rencli, Italian and 1 1 uiig.irian. Prince 
h'erdinaiid has traveled a good deal, ami 
is renowned for his hospitality. It is re- 
lated that when he was in tho garrisiui at 
Lui/ ho gave some littlo annoyance by 
freiiueiitly eiitertjiining his brother oIKcois 
at his [lalace, a tliiiif; wliich the .•\icliduke 
deemed incoiiiiiatihle w ith his iinsitimi a.s 
lieutenant. He is iK.wever .said to be a 
dandy. Henotonly p;iitshisliairin theniid- 
dle and wears bracelet.s, which he changes 
very frequently, but he also goes in for 
jeweleiy to a ridiculnus oxteiit. Ho wears 
a dozen rings at a time, has .scarabees and 
other curious lhiiiL;s set in his bracelets, 
is fond of diuiiii iiiila. and is a wiilking 
specimen of perfect ilaiidyisni. One (pial- 
ity which recommends him to poor Bul- 
garia is his great wealth. Ho has a splen- 
did pal.ice in N'ieiina. has lot of friends to 
share bis iliiinei's. has the i /i'ic to all the 
CO irts, and j ist why he sf i ild trust Ilia 
yo itliful nosi into such a bornut's nest a* 
the Bulgarian question it is ditlicult to 
imugiiic.

THE HAWAIIAN .SITUATION. 

A N»w Coiistitittlaii to be Ailoiitcd— I'reiiiini- 
tlons Uade for Electtou of New Jlenibers. 

ISpeeial lo 'rut; Coi.o.Ms'r.I 
S.AN FitASeisro, Aui;. S. The sleamer 
/.ealaiidia, from AiisLialia and llomdiilu, 
arrived here about noon to-day. She 
in'ings Hoiiidiilu advices lo .Inly .'iOth. 

Nothing of a slartliiig nature lias occur 
red since the signing of the constitution 
by Kiiit; Kttlakaua, and the depiu tiire of 
ex-PreiniiM' d'ibaon for the t'nited .Slates. 

On the day that the King siLjned the 
coimtitution the niarshid of the kingdom 
accmupaniiMl by police, blow iiig horna rode 
uiiiiiid the principal streets of the city 
and i>roclaimed the now constitution. 
.Next day it waa proclaimed in districts 
throughout the island, and a few d.-ivs 
kiter Ihronglioiil oilier islands of the 
Hawaiian group. Iiitoresi is now een- 
tei-inl 111 the Coming ehrclion for mem- 
beis of the house of nobles and house 
"i re[)i-e3enlativea. The oath reipiired 
under tho constitution ia to thu ell'ect that 
"lie who subscribes thereto swears ho will 
siippiirt said constitution and huvs of said 
kingdom not hereby renoimciiiL!, but ex 
piessly reserving ;dl allegiance, and ciii 
/.ens ooie iiwing e; /o/./ In/ nn." (hi the 
-olll ultimo ;i iiierluh; WHS liidd ill Hono- 
lulu that may |iroVc: of .si>me signilicaiice. 
ll was a meeting of nativ e Haw.-iiians for 
the purpo.se of iiiiiiiinatiiiK candidates for 
the house of luddes and le>use of repre- 
sentatives. Over ;!I)U native subjects were 
|. resent. .Among them were the acting 
[lastor of the church in which tho gather- 
ing was held, together with other prom- 
inent natives. The meeting was not alto- 
i;etlier lianooiii.)us, and according to ad 
vic-es .■uljouriied witlmul foriiiallv 
iiomin.-ung candidates. .\fter sl.-uiiei 
tlie idiject of the uieeliiiL; the clKiinii;in 
eaiitiotied the speaker.s not to use excit iiio 
language, and then called ou one.S. Cane. 
This speaker said: "A short time ago a 
now constituthm was drawn up and signed 
by his majesty the king and his iiiinialers. 
We have not yet signed it. 1 do not hesi- 
tate to .say some of the articles in the con- 
st it iii ion are very good; others are not. 
For the first time in the hiaUny of I his 
kingdom we have power to vote for nobles, 
that ia, providing we take the oath under 
the new constitution. If wo do not take 
the o.-uh, of ccuirse we cannot vole, but in 
this iM;riloU3 time we are under obligations 
to take the oath under il, no mailer 
wli.jtber wo agree with it or not. \Ve 
shall have a majority on oiirsideand then 
we will be able to change il." 

Tho next S))eaker, one Ivaloukon, s.-iid 
as no eaiiilidates had yet been iioiiiin.'itod 
he Would propose Ilia ow n n;oiie for llie 
dislriel of Iloiiolulu. lie .-ipprij\cd of ih,' 
new conatitiitioii, the libeily of \-.itjii,' 
had never before been accorded t he |aio- 
ple, no one had been oppressed by llm 
new constitui i. 111. The tone of the re- 
m.-irls of ihi.i speaker seemed not to met 
approval of the audience. 

K. .M. Po poe, in addressing the au- 
dience, said that the country which here- 
tofore had been jubilant was now in 
mourning. The previous speaker had 
eivid that they were not opiuessed by this 
new constitutioii. It is an ageni of dcilli 
(aiipl.-ilise). There is lillle ijood- 
iiess ill the constitution, but there 
is much to c'.indoni. In the next 
legislature the new constitution will be 
linally approved. Its aim is to make Ha- 
waii a republic, thereforu they w.-int U) 
exercise the same power here as tlioy do 
in tlieii- own country. They .-irc doing it 
utile liy htlle, and il will ni.l bo long be- 
fore Hawaii will become an oiilire l ejnib- 
lic. Wo who cherish our kini? ought not 
lo allow this to bo done. Therefore we 
must unite together heart and aoiil and 
elect i-aiididales who will remove this op- 
pressiuii. A ll er ri'iiiarks by other spea'. 
ers ill .1 similar view tho meeting adjourn- 
ed. Taking the political affairs of the 
kingdom as a whole they seoni now to be 
comparatively quiet. Queen Capiolini 
arrived at Honolulu .July 2()th and was 
given a roval welcome. 

\V. U'. ll.all, of the linn of Hall A Son, 
Honcdiilii, wdio furnished ordnanee for 
rifles which were so etlective in the revo- 
lution, waa one of the arrivals by the 
steamer to-day. 

Since the revolution Mr. Hall has often 
been cmiaulted by tho new minister as to 
the nmnagoment of allairs in tho kingdom. 
Ill reference to the reinuleil intention of 
the new govorimient to ie|iudiafe the 
recent issue of bonds, he h.-ivh il is mieer- 
Iniii wdiiit will be done, but llm probabili 
ties are tho government will insist on hav- 
ing the law regarding the hnnth carried 
out to tho letter. Tlio law allowed the 
uyndieale of English capilalisls w ho placi-d 
about a million live Iiinidrod thousand in 
lingland live ])ur cent, commiaaion and 
two per cent, for expenses. The syndi- 
cate endeavored to saddle a large bill of 
oxjienses on the governinonl in addition to 
Ihe liberal preHclit allow ed. The fnianeial 
agent would not endorse the iii;t.ioii, and 
an in ve.sligatioii is to bo ordered.
